The Town Manager’s Corner 


Steven R. Werbner, Town Manager 


The Town of Tolland remains cognizant of the continued 
economic difficulties which continue to impact Connecticut 
and its residents. At the same time we have been able to 
undertake a number of projects utilizing innovative financing 
and available grant opportunities. 


Public Works has been extremely active with their road paving 
work using bond funds approved by the public several years ago. 
Over the next five years a vast majority of Tolland’s roads will 
have been improved including the replacement of catch basins. 
In addition the State has made a considerable investment in 
repaving State roads in town and over the next several years will 
be making improvements around the Tolland Green and current- 
ly in the area of Exit 68 leading to the Rhodes Road intersection. 
We have also in conjunction with CL&P embarked on a multi- 
year program to eliminate most of the branches overhanging our 
roads which should reduce power outages during storm events. 
Over the last several years the Town has been making major 
inroads in making our buildings more energy efficient. We have 
completed the HVAC/Geothermal Project at Town Hall and are 
just completing a $10.2 million Energy Management Project 
through Honeywell Corporation. The project will be paid for 
over twenty years with guaranteed savings resulting from energy 
improvements. 


The vast majority of improvements are at school facilities. 
We are in the construction phase for Library improvements and 
will start construction December of 2015. 


We will very shortly once again be into budget season. 

I am providing for your reference the current budget schedule. 
Information on the budget process is also posted on the Towns 
web page. I wish you all the best in the upcoming holiday season.

SEPTIC SYSTEMS 
Three Things You Should Know 


Quiz: How often do you think about 
your septic system? 


Never - because I dont have one. Read 
Tip #2 since you likely visit buildings or 
homes that rely on septic systems. 
Rarely —Take 5 minutes to read this 
article. Basic maintenance and care can 
help you avoid potentially costly repairs 
should your system malfunction. 


Often - because I regularly maintain it. 
and think I have a good sense of the rules 
Think of this article as a refresher then. 


There are many resources out there that 
provide details on why proper septic 
maintenance is important and practices 
to keep your system working properly. 
We wanted to quickly remind you of 
three things all users and owners of 
septic systems should know. 


Tip #1: Pay Attention to Water Use. 
Being mindful of water use not only 
helps you save on water costs and 
conserves our water resources, but 

is important to your septic system's 
health. You know the drill by now for 
conserving water: take shorter showers, 
spread out when you do your laundry, 
and, for both washing clothes and 
dishes, only run the machines for full 
loads. While you are at it, also tackle 
those leaking faucets. 


Tip #2: The Drain is Not a Trash Can. 
We've all done it — flushed something 
down the toilet that shouldn't have been 
flushed or poured bad things down the 
drain because it was easy or convenient 
or we just didnt know otherwise. But 
continuing that practice can have costly 
implications. In the bathroom, only flush 
toilet paper. No paper towels, no baby 
wipes, no dental floss. In the kitchen, 
do not send grease or food debris down 
the drain. 


Tip #3: Pump Regularly. Every septic 


owner knows this one, but do you 
actually keep track? You should pump 
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every 2-3 years or as recommended by 
your pumping company. Your pumping 
company is your septic tank's friend and 
can help determine the best schedule 
based on how you use your tank. And 
they see what's in there.

WINTER WEATHER TIPS 

With the snow and ice, come many 
problems for our homes. Residents with 
direct-vent pellet stoves, boilers, water 
heaters and furnaces should verify that 
the intake and exhaust vents are not 
buried by blowing and drifting snow. 
Direct-vent appliances are those that 
dont have a typical chimney system; they 


often have plastic pipes going through 
the exterior wall, low to the ground. If 
these pipes are blocked, deadly carbon 
monoxide can build up in your home. 
Please don't become a statistic! 


Some people experience ice dams in 
their homes. Ice dams are caused by 
melting snow on the roof turning to ice 
and getting under the shingles. When 

it melts, it ruins insulation, drywall and 
painted finishes and may cause mold 
growth. Ice dams are most often caused 
by insufficient insulation in the attic and 
bathroom exhaust fans venting directly 
into the attic. A competent, licensed, 
insured contractor should be consult- 
ed to remedy the situation. Especially 
considering the high cost of heating oil 
and propane, it always makes sense to 
address these energy wasting situations.

Snow and ice may not be plowed, blown 
or shoveled into the street. This practice 
presents a hazard to motorists. 


Residents and businesses are asked to 
observe these regulations whenever snow 
or ice requires the use of snow removal 
equipment. Failure to observe these rules 
prevents streets from being properly 
maintained and also poses a hazard to 
pedestrians and motorists. 


PROPER HOUSE IDENTIFICATION 
AND STREET NUMBERS 

The members of the Tolland Fire 
Department would like to remind 
everyone that it is very important to have 
your house number properly identified on 
your mailbox and your house or business, 
so emergency personnel can locate your 
house quickly and easily. Numbers should 
show clearly on the mailbox from either 
direction as first arriving personnel may 
come from either direction. If you do not 
have a mailbox the numbers should be in 
a conspicuous location to be viewed from 
either direction. Where there is more 
than one house on a driveway each house 
should be clearly marked. Once properly 
marked, each driveway should be main- 
tained to allow for access by emergency 
equipment. In the event of an emergen- 
cy, there could be a delay in getting to 
your house, if your house is not clearly 
marked. It also can create a dangerous 
situation for our personnel, if they cant 
find and or miss the driveway, resulting 
in unnecessary turning around in 

the street.

FACT SHEET: PREVENTING AND 
THAWING FROZEN PIPES 

Many people have asked the Red Cross 
for information and suggestions about 
how to prevent water pipes in the home 
from freezing, and how to thaw them if 
they do freeze. The following information 
is provided to address those questions. 
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Why pipe freezing is a problem - 

Water has a unique property in that it 
expands as it freezes. This expansion 
puts tremendous pressure on whatever 
is containing it, including metal or plastic 
pipes. No matter the “strength” of a 
container, expanding water can cause 
pipes to break. Pipes that freeze most 
frequently are those that are exposed 

to severe cold, like outdoor hose bibs, 
swimming pool supply lines, water 
sprinkler lines, and water supply pipes 
in unheated interior areas like basements 
and crawl spaces, attics, garages, or 
kitchen cabinets. Also, pipes that run 
against exterior walls that have little or 
no insulation are also subject to freezing. 
Pipe freezing is a particular problem in 
warmer climates where pipes often run 
through uninsulated or under insulated 
attics or crawl spaces. 


Preventing Frozen Pipes 

Before the onset of cold weather, 
prevent freezing of these water supply 
lines and pipes by following these 
recommendations: 


e Drain water from swimming pool and 
water sprinkler supply lines following 
manufacturer's or installer’s directions. 
Do not put antifreeze in these lines 
unless directed. Antifreeze is environ- 
mentally harmful, and is dangerous to 
humans, pets, wildlife, and landscaping. 


e Remove, drain, and store hoses used 
outdoors. Close inside valves supplying 
outdoor hose bibs. Open the outside 
hose bibs to allow water to drain. Keep 
the outside valve open so that any water 
remaining in the pipe can expand 
without causing the pipe to break. 


e Check around the home for other areas 
where water supply lines are located 

and are in unheated areas. Look in the 
basement, crawl space, attic, garage, and 
under kitchen and bathroom cabinets. 
Both hot and cold water pipes in these 
areas should be insulated. A hot water 
supply line can freeze just as a cold water 
supply line can freeze if the water is not 


running through the pipe and the water 
temperature in the pipe is cold. 

e Consider installing specific products 
made to insulate water pipes like a “pipe 
sleeve” or installing UL-listed “heat tape,” 
“heat cable,” or similar materials on 
exposed water pipes. Many products 

are available at your local building 
supplies retailer. Pipes should be 
carefully wrapped, with ends butted 
thightly and joints wrapped with tape. 
Follow manufacturer's recommendations 
for installing and using these products. 
Newspaper can provide some degree of 
insulation and protection to exposed 
pipes - even 4” of newspaper can 
provide significant protection in areas 
that usually do not have frequent or 
prolonged temperatures below freezing. 


During Cold Weather, 
Take Preventive Action 


e Keep garage doors closed if there 
are water supply lines in the garage. 


e Open kitchen and bathroom cabinet 
doors to allow warmer air to circulate 
around the plumbing. Be sure to move 
any harmful cleaners and household 
chemicals up out of the reach of children. 


e When the weather is very cold outside, 
let the cold water drip from the faucet 
served by exposed pipes. Running water 
through the pipe - even at a trickle — 
helps prevent pipes from freezing 
because the temperature of the water 
running through it is above freezing. 


e Keep the thermostat set to the same 
temperature both during the day and 

at night. By temporarily suspending 

the use of lower nighttime temperatures, 
you may incur a higher heating bill, but 
you can prevent a much more costly 
repair job if pipes freeze and burst. 

e If you will be going away during cold 
weather, leave the heat on in your 


home, set to a temperature no lower 
than 55°F, 
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To Thaw Frozen Pipes 

If you turn on a faucet and only a trickle comes out, suspect 
a frozen pipe. Locate the suspected frozen area of the water 
pipe. Likely places include pipes running against exterior 
walls or where your water service enters your home through 
the foundation. 


e Keep the faucet open. As you treat the frozen pipe and the 
frozen area begins to melt, water will begin to flow through 

the frozen area. Running water through the pipe will help melt 
more ice in the pipe. 

e Apply heat to the section of pipe using an electric heating pad 
wrapped around the pipe, and electric hair dryer, a 

portable space heater (kept away from flammable materials), or 
wrapping pipes with towels soaked in hot water. Do not use a 
blowtorch, kerosene or propane heater, charcoal stove, or other 
open flame device. A blowtorch can make water in a frozen 
pipe boil and cause the pipe to explode. All open flames in 
homes present a serious fire danger, as well as a severe risk 

of exposure to lethal carbon monoxide. 


e Apply heat until full water pressure is restored. If you are 
unable to locate the frozen area, if the frozen area is not 
accessible, or if you can not thaw the pipe, calla 

licensed plumber. 


e Check all other faucets in your home to find out if you 
have additional frozen pipes. If one pipe freezes, others 
may freeze, too. 


Future Protection 

e Consider relocating exposed pipes to provide increased 
protection from freezing. Pipes can be relocated by a 
professional if the home is remodeled. 


e Add insulation added to attics, basements, and crawl spaces. 
Insulation will maintain higher temperatures in these areas.

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WINTER PARKING BANS 

Residents are reminded of the winter parking ban in effect 
from November Ist through April 15th. Overnight parking 
is not allowed on public streets or municipal parking lots 
between the hours of midnight and 6:00 am. A parking ban 
may also be declared if a significant snow event is forecast 
or in progress. For information on whether a parking ban 
has been declared (beyond the midnight to 6 am ban) tune 
to WFSB (CBS), WTNH (ABC) or WVIT (NBC). You can 
also get updates on our Facebook page @Tolland Works. 


SNOW REMOVAL 

Snow and ice may not be plowed, blown or shoveled 

into the street. This practice presents a hazard to passing 
motorists and may contribute to unsafe road conditions. 
Please remember that you will also be held responsible for 
any actions of a contractor hired by you. 


MAILBOXES 

Your mailbox should be in good repair, firmly attached 
to a solid post and properly placed so no part of it is over 
the pavement. It will have to withstand countless tons 
of flying snow this winter and it may require periodic 
maintenance. If a mailbox or post is pushed over or 
damaged as a result of snow or slush coming off a 
snowplow, it is considered a winter hazard and the 
Town will not repair or replace the mailbox or post. 
The height of the bottom of the mailbox to the street 
should be between 42”- 48”and the mailbox door 
should be 6 to 8 inches back from the front face of the 
curb or road edge. 


GARBAGE & RECYCLING TOTE PLACEMENT 
Residents are reminded that garbage and recycling totes 
should be placed within 18” of the curb or roadside. 
Please know that they are to be placed on your property, 
not in the street. Doing so not only creates a public safety 
issue but also hinders snow removal operations. The Town 
is not responsible for damage done to totes by plows. 


PORTABLE BASKETBALL HOOPS 

Portable basketball hoops and similar items should NOT 
be in the Town Right-of-Way. The Town is not responsible 
for damage done by plows to such items left in the Town 
Right-of-Way. 


CATCH BASINS & STORM INLETS 
Help minimize street flooding by shoveling snow and 


ice from in front of the storm inlet nearest your house.

SIDEWALK CLEARING 

By Town Ordinance it is the responsibility of owners 
and occupants of buildings and vacant lots to remove 
snow, sleet and ice from public sidewalks abutting their 
property within 24 hours after the storm has conclud- 
ed. 

Failure to comply with this ordinance may result in a 
fine. Please remember that the final snow plow pass is 
not made until after the storm has concluded. 

Your cooperation in clearing sidewalks is an essential 
safety measure for pedestrians using the sidewalks.
